To s:et the ?'Jr?^r* ^f 9~»fin-F. Karl 
gava his aid to Friedrich Au^St II,, 
wuo claimed the crown ot PoIsbu uu 
his lather'a death, against Stanislas 
Leekslnsky. The aaugb-ter of Stanis- 
las t!ta wife, of Lasils XV., and thus 
iiionj w=s ■iiiotiier war wita France. 
Eugene, at fleventy-cine. tcok tha com- 
=iasii, a:;-' v^as lioilcil by tou aimy 
mlth shonts of, "Our iatuer," while 
Friedrich William of Prussta saluted, 
saying, "I see my mastar." But there 
was not inuch to bo done, tha French 
took Phillpaburg, snd Eussas wna re- 
called, and took leave of his army, 
and wpnt hack to Vienna, where he 
spent tho last two ysar^ of hla life 
in deeds of benevolence. He was 3o 
good a master that bis servants grew 
old under him, and in the last year ol 
his lite the united ages of. himself, 
his coachman, and two footmen, 
aiiiC'unted_ to 310. He now and then 
tried io snvB good advice to tvari, nnt 
was uoi heeded, though he was miBsed 
aad nsoumed when he died suddenly 
at iseveiity-i.hree. in i"i3. 

He had been the only man in the 
council of war who did not cheat, and 
the army, thoush counted at one hun- 
dred and twenty tbousand, was really 
only forty iiiouBand, and they were 
lialf-atarved, half.p)otfied, and bad ase- 
ioss weapons ; so tiiey were beaten 
in Italy by the French and Spaniards, 
and In Hunjiary by the Tur',:s. and 
Karl had to make the best oeace he 
could.

How to Keep FtaSnels or any o'ther 
Woollen Goods irom Shrinking during 
the ProcesE of Washing. — ^Wash them 
well In soap and warm water ; and 
Bfter that rinse them in atll] warmer 
water. It Is takmg thinsa out of warm 
water ana rinsing them in cold water 
that shrinks them. 

Don't WaBte Them. — There Is no 
more efficient or economical Cre-Ught- 
■ er than potato-parlngB. A couple of 
bandfuls Inserted in a dying fire will 
instantly revive U, whilst only one- 
half the sticks are needed to kindle 
a fire In the first instance when they 
are used. To which may be added 
that, wlbh a sufficiency of such mater- 
ials on hand, no sticks at all are 
needed. The peelings should be dried 
perfectly crlsn in fhe oven, and emit 
no unpleasant effluvium. Try It. 

Furred Kettle.— A furred kettle may 
be cleaned in the following way; Take 
the kettle, All It iwlth water to which 
has been added a taibleapoonful of aal 
ammoniac, and let it boU. The kettle
